Uncle Sam is going to balance j 
his budget and he has found a way 
to do it. 
New taxes, notably ex­ 
cise taxes which are in effect sales 
taxes, at last became law and the 
machinery has been set in motion 
to start the collection from vari­ 
ous sources the money that is going 
to enable the U. S. government to 
pay its bills. 
Authorative information 
in re­ 
gard to exactly what commodities 
are particularly affected is hard to 
secure and the statem ents in this 
news story are confined to informa­ 
tion at hand. 
There may be other 
taxes but the ones included here­ 
with will be enough to make a lot 
of people lealize that our govern­ 
ment is expensive. 
The tax on various commodities 
and the tax on hank checks go into 
effect at 12:01 Tuesday, June 21. 
The increase in postage rates will 
not be effective until July 6. 
Every business will he hit by the 
raise in postage and tax on checks. 
However, the large 
mail 
order 
houses ami firms using direct mail 
advertising, other than first class, j 
will pay no additional postage ra to , 
ough such mail comprises the | 
ater part of matter handled by 
the postal department. Newspa­ 
pers will be 
required 
to pay a 
slightly increased postage late. 
Banks to Collect Check Tax 
The new law provides that the 
tax of 2c on each 
check written 
shall be collected from the custom­ 
er by the bank; the latter deduct­ 
ing the amount of the tax from the 
funds on deposit at the end of each 
month. 
Local banks have already 
made arrangem ents to enclose w ith 
the monthly bank statement a noti­ 
fication to customer 
showing the 
number of checks 
issued and the 
amount of the tax which has been 
deducted from the customer’s ac­ 
count. 
The affixing 
of 
revenue 
stam ps to checks as was required 
m any years ago will not be required 
The system is more simplified by 
having the hanks do the collecting 
for the government. 
The sales taxes will be paid by 
the consumer, hut the 
collecting 
will he done by the manufacturers, 
who will add to the regular sales 
price the new tax. That tax varies 
according to commodities. 
The purchaser of a passenger car 
after next Monday must pay a tax 
of VA of the sales price, while the 
m an who buys a truck is only re­ 
quired to pay a tax of 2rA . 
The* 
latter tax also applies to all auto 
accessories. 
The tax on lubricating oils is 4c 
a gallon and may not he passed on 
to the public, 
the 
manufacturers 
standing the* loss. 
The extra cent 
tax on gasoline will he passed on 
to the consumer, the 
retail price 
being increased sufficiently to take 
care of it.

Talks on “ Rock Gardens” and 
“ Protecting Elms from the Ravages 
of Leaf Beetle,” now* becoming so 
serious in Mount 
Prospect, were 
features of the Improvement asso­ 
ciation meeting Tuesday night at 
the Community hall. 
“Rock Gardens” w’ere explained 
by Mrs. George Bainbridge, whose 
husband is gardener of the Hertz 
estate in Cary. After her talk, Mr. 
Bainbridge answered 
many ques­ 
tions asked by the audience. 
Elm Tree Spray 
To protect the elm trees, they 
should be sprayed before the end 
of this month, according to the fol­ 
lowing information received from a 
Lincoln Park authority. 
Make a 
watery paste of arsenate of lead, 
two or three pounds to a gallon of 
water; to be further diluted for the 
spray mixture, and to be thorough­ 
ly stirred each time any is taken 
out. One quart of the first mixture 
is added to ten gallons of water for 
the spray. For a smaller quantity 
of spray, eight tablespoonsful of 
the first mixture is added to one 
gallon of water for the spray. 
Trees must be sprayed from the 
, under side of the leaves; for the 
I beetle lays eggs on the under side, 
i and causes the leaves to curl up, in 
i which the larvae hatch and develop.

I The maples, oaks, elms and other 
I shade trees are practically in full 
bloom, and in order to protect these 
trees from the ravages of insect 
pests it is essential that all own­ 
ers of such trees should arrange to 
j have them sprayed. 
One of the most beautiful of our 
shade trees is the elm. Thousands 
I of these magnificent trees can be 
j found lining the 
roadsides 
and 
j streets of our cities, towns and vil- 
, lagos, some of them having attained 
| an age of from 50 to IOO years. 
I Surely it is worth while to protect 
i such trees. 
I 
A very serious pest that attacks 
I the elm trees and one that caused

: trees in Illinois last summer is the 
I insect known as the elm leaf beetle, 
j This is a pest with which we are 
all w’oll acquainted. 
Yt is about 
i 3-16 inch long anil oblong in form. 


I The general 
color is a yellowish- 
; brown and there is a narrow black 
I line where the two 
wing covers 


I come together and a broader stripe 
; near the outer margin of each wing 
cover. 
The adult elm leaf beetles hide 
themselves in crevices or under the 
eaves or insides of houses or barns, 
and there pass the winter in a dor­ 
mant state. With the warm weath­ 
er of spring and the opening of the 
leaf buds of the elms, they become 
lively and flying to the trees they 
feed upon the young 
leaves and 
riddle them with holes. 
The re- 
: males lay eggs which are orange in 


I color in irregular rows or clusters 


I on the inside of the leaves and in 
about a week the caterpillars hatch. 
They eat only the tissues from the 
underside of the leaves, skeleton­ 
izing them so that they turn brown, 
shrivel up and fall. Trees are thus 
often completely 
defoliated, 
and 
elm trees that are defoliated for 
successive years by 
these 
beetles are likely to be killed. 
The elms are likely to suffer from 
t this insect this summer, 
as they 
j have during the past summer. 
It 
is wise to protect them now because 
one can not do much with a dead 
elm. 
The time has come for system­ 
atic protection of shade trees just 
the same as for fruit trees. We can 
not grow’ fruit without making pro­ 
vision for the control 
of 
insect 
pests and diseases, anc similar pro­ 
vision should be made 
for 
shade 
trees. 
Trees that are 50 to IOO years old 
can not be replaced in less than 
one or two generations, and surely 
a magnificent elm or other shade 
tree of great age is better than a 
recently planted sapling. 
The cost of cutting out dead w’ood 
from weakened trees will easily ex­ 
ceed the cost of spraying for two 
ar three years and the results are 
not as satisfactory. 
Now is the 
time for the owner or community 
to choose whether to spray or not 
to spray, for nothing can be done 
after the trees have 
died. 
There 
are several effective 
methods 
of 
spraying the elm leaf beetle. 
An 
important factor to bear in mind is 
that inasmuch as the betties feed 
on the undersides of the leaves, the 
spray should be forced up through 
the foliage and not thrown to fall 
down on the trees as in treating 
other leaf-eating insects. 
Spraying elm trees for the con­ 
trol of the elm leaf beetle should 
in June. 
Not only 
on elm trees but all other shade trees 
are subject to attack by leaf-eat-

The 
volume of business Mr. Rinal has 
reported has exceeded all expecta­ 
tions. 
Flies in a variety bewildering 
to the uninitiated are made at this 
Arlington Heights factory, in vari­ 
ous patterns, most of them very 
pretty; designed to sell the most 
suspicious old fish. 
Some 
30,000 
people visited his booth at the Out­ 
door show' conducted by the Isaac 
Walton league in the Coliseum last 
March, in w'hich the girls worked 
demonstrating the process of m an­ 
ufacture. 
Access to the booth was 
difficult, owing to the crowds, fas­ 
cinated by the work going on. 
Mr. Rinal goes fishing in near-by 
lakes almost every 
evening; and 
has developed, he says, some 137 
new fly fishermen since he started. 
lie emphasizes throwing the female 
fish back into the w'ater during the 
spaw ning season, thus keeping only 
the males to eat; th at means more 
fish later on. 
A six and 
a half 
pound bass in Lake Zurich, is a re­ 
cent catch. 
An interesting experience this 
spring was when he was in M ar­ 
shall Field’s on business; he met a 
rpan w'ho challenged his statements 
concerning 
his 
dry flies, those 
which 
float 
without 
any cork 
in their make-up. 
Not 
knowing 
who the gentleman was, Mr. Rinal 
said he was going out in about 20 
minutes to fish, and if the gentle­ 
man wanted to come along, he was 
welcome. To prove that one of his 
dry fly patterns would not sink, he 
pulled it about fifteen feet under 
water, then gave a slack line, and 
the fly popped right up out of tin* 
water. 
He then made some good 
catches and in about ten days Mr. 
Rinal received an order from Wan- 
am aker’s big department store in 
Philadelphia with this gentleman’s 
name signed on it. 
Feathers and 
other 
materials 
come almost entirely from Europe 
and Asia, where cheap labor will 
take the necessary pains in their 
preparation. 
Selection, 
securing 
and adaptation of materials is a 
scientific job. 
Designs are im itat­ 
ed from nature, by the fly-maker’s 
skill and art; Mr. Rinal uses, as a 
rule, a fly that imitates what is 
observed near the water at the par­ 
ticular time of fishing. 
The best 
fishing now’adays is from about 7 
to 9 p. rn., he says. 
Mr. Rinal is instrumental in or­ 
ganizing Arlington Heights chap­ 
ter of the Izaac 
Walton 
league, 
which is to meet Thursday evening 
at the Ewert shoe store and make 
application for a charter.

Selling Roosters 
Not Sole Remedy 
For Inferior Eggs 


U rbana, 111., June 13—Tons of 
roosters have been sold out of Illi­ 
nois flocks 
during 
rooster week 
which has just been observed at 
many points in the .^tate, but there 
are still other things Illinois flock 
owners m ust do to meet the strong 
competition they are up against in 
the egg mhfkiTs, ^co rd in g to H.*H. 
Alp, poultry extension specialist of 
the College of A griculture, Univer­ 
sity of Illinois. 
Fertile eggs caused by keeping 
roosters in the flocks during the 
warm summer months 
have been 
mainly responsible 
for 
bad egg 
losses which in 1930 cost poultry- 
men of the state an estim ated $5,- 
000,000. 
In addition to elim inating 
roosters, if farm 
flock 
owners 
would adopt a few practical and 
simple practices, much of the poor 
quality of Illinois eggs 
could be 
overcome and m arket demands for 
eggs from this state improved, Alp 
said. 
Eggs should be gathered twice 
daily or, better still, 
three tim es 
daily in hot weather, 
he recom­ 
mended. Frequent gathering helps 
prevent dam age by heat or cold; it 
saves cracking 
and 
breaking of 
eggs and it reduces the proportion 
of dirty eggs. 
Before being cased, eggs should 
be cooled, because egg cases, pads 
and fillers hold in any heat th at al- 
ady is in the eggs. The cases of 
eggs should be held in a cool place, 
ii tem perature of 32 to 60 degrees 
being best. On m ost farm s the cel­ 
lar is the be>t place available. 
It 
is satisfactory for 
short storage 
periods if it is free from 
strong 
odors and not too damp. 
Eggs will keep better and will 
be easier to sell if they 
are kept 
clean. 
( hanging the floor litter 
and nesting m aterial before it is 
too badly spoiled 
helps 
to keep 
eggs clean. 
Dropping boards or, 
better .'till, wire-covered dropping 
boards also help. 
Crow’ded quar­ 
ters are a common cause of dirty 
There should be 3V2 to 4 
square teet of floor space for each 
hen. 
A shortage 
of 
nests also 
causes broken and dirty eggs and 
may lead to the habits of egg eat­ 
ing and of laying eggs on the floor 
I here should be one nest for each 
five hens. 
As a rule 70 to 75 percent of the 
eggs are laid by I 
o’clock in the 
after noon.
